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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention:

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, at least claim 20 is generic. 
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Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims 
are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species.

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case.

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Response to the Applicant's Traverse 

The Examiner would like to thank the Applicant's Representative for pointing out 
the errors in the previous restriction (paper no. 11) and would like to make this 
restriction so as to correct the errors. 

The restriction have been traversed because: 

1 . There would not appear to be a serious burden to examine the application 
in total, and for which the appropriate claim fees have been paid. 

2. There would be no serious burden on the Examiner to examine all of the 
pending claims, because a search for all of the claims in the application should be made 
in order to do a complete and thorough search of the generically claimed invention. 

The Examiner respectfully would like to response as follows: 

1 . As indicated in the restriction, there are 1 1 distinct species in the 
application. It will be a serious burden to examine all 1 1 species with all different 
features presented in the instant invention. Further, when a generic independent 
claim/claims is/are allowed, all the dependent claims associated with the allowed 
generic independent claim/claims related to different species will be rejoined and also 
allowed. 

2. There are 6 independent claims (claims 20, 34, 52, 69, 89 and 109) and 
98 dependent claims (claims 21-28, 33, 35-51, 53-68, 70-88, 90-108, and 110-127) in 
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the instant invention. It would be a serious burden to examine all the claims in the 
instant invention because each and every single claim must be carefully examined and 
considered and therefore, it takes significantly more time to examine an application with 
more than 100 claims like this instant invention in comparison to another application 
with 30 claims. 

The Examiner acknowledges that the invention of species shown in Fig. 7 has 
been elected. However, by this "Office Action", the Examiner would like to correct the 
errors made in the previous "Office Action" (paper 11) and request for the Applicant's 
confirmation of Fig. 7 as elected species.
